London, Aug. 29.—It i* announced that the British fleet hat 


sunk two German cruiteri and two German torpedo boat de- 
itroyera off Heligoland. The third cruiser wu set afire and 
wa» left unking. 


It i* announced that no British ships were lost in the naval 


battle and that the British loss of life was not heavy. 


In addition to the two torpedo boat destroyers and three 


cruisers many of the German torpedo boat destroyers were 
damaged.

Rear Admiral Sir David Beatty commanded the British fleet 


and with a strong array of torpedo boat destroyers, battleship 
cruisers and light'cruisers and submarines attacked the Ger- 
mans in Heligoland bight early this morning. 


The protected cruiser Mainz was sent to the bottom in an 


engagement with the light cruiser squadron, while the battle- 
ship squadron sank another of the Coin class. 


In the general fighting two of the German destroyers were 


riddled and sunk while many others were badly damaged. One 
cruiser, battle-scarred and on fire, drifted away in the mist and 
was lost sight of.. 


The British cruiser squadron, according to a semi-official re- 


port of the battle, although attacked by submarine boats and 
menaced by floating mines and gunfire from the German war- 
ships, suffered no serious loss. 


The cruiser Amethyst and the torpedo destroyer Laertes 


were both damaged,; but all the ships in the British fleet were 
afloat at the end of the engagement. The British loss of life 
was not great. 


In the battle cruiser squadron was the flagship. Lion, the

Pessimism Pronounced. 


One of the awful first results of this great European war is 


the shaking of confidence in the- claims of civilization and 
Christianity. This effect is'very widespread, as every thinking 
man knows, and the results are iiable/to be far more serious 
than the sacrifice of thousands of lives and millions of prop- 
erty. 


From the first there has been no one to give,a satisfactory 


explanation of the cause of the war. In this country the re- 
sponsibility is laid at the door of Germany, but it must be 
remembered that Germany is one of the leading nations of the 
world in civilization and Christianity. It has education, is a 
leader in the arts and sciences, arid was until the recent mighty 
upheaval regarded by the whole world as a leader in every- 
thing that is worth following in this so-called enlightened 20th 
century. And now it is charged with responsibility for one of 
the greatest and most unjustifiable wars in the history of. tlig 
world. But it may be that it will develop that not all of the re- 
sponsibility rests upon Germany. This is a time when it may 
be.well to remember the old saying that it takes more than 
one to make a quarrel. If all the rest of the world had been as 
civilized and Christianized us we have been wont to believe, 
could Germany alone have brought about such a condition as 
exists today? It is not easy to so believe. 


And this is what is leading men-everywhere to ask if what 


have been known as civilization and Christianity are more 
than skin deep, and if, with all the changes that have taken 
place in recent ages, human nature is not about what it always 
has been. 


For many years the Christian nations have been vicing with 


one another to plant the gospel in China, a "heathen" land, 
and whether from this or some other cause, that country to- 
day is a shining light in comparison with many of the nations 
which have been trying to instruct her in the' ways of the high- 
er life. 


.11 is not in order to conclude that the world or all the good 


therein is coming to an end because of this wicked war, but it 
is a time to deal gently with .those who feel that with nations, 
as with individuals, there is a vast difference between preach- 
ing and practice. Nations involved in such a conflict as is now 
raging across the water are in a poor position to carry the tid- 
ings of the gospel of peace and brotherly love to the heathen 
or anybody else.

and it is straight business. "By their faults ye shall know 
them" in the world of morals, "in politics we come to know 
them and their sentiments by their votes.
